He advocated tariff reforms and described as dishonest people 
who talked free trade at this stage of Canada’s history. He advocat-

‘¢Mhe country is honey¢ombed with combines at the present 


time,’’ he said, ‘‘and the government instead of trying to combat 
them, are playing into their hands.”’ t

There is enough coal in Alberta 
to supply al} Canada, and some of 
&@ quality which makes us entirely dn- 
dependent of the product of Pennsy- 
tIvania, eays J. R. Davies, of the Braz- 
eau mines, who is a visitor to the 
city, 

In the course of an interview mith 
@ Bulletin reporter some interesting 
facts were brought to light, amongst 
others that some of the omeratives 
in the coa] fields to the west of Ed- 
monton make a daily wage of $20, 
while the average for the ordinary 
workman js from $10 to $12. 

Board costs $45 per month and a 
room for the same period $5, so it 
is apparent, the visitor says, that the 
H. C. of L. is not a matter of im- 
portance of the men who go down into 
the coal shafts. 

The idea which és prevalent in 
some quarters that the mines of Al- 
berta are of a hap-hazard nature 
is exploded by Mr. Davies, who states 
that the seams of ¢oal here are on 
the average larger than those in the 
}old country, and that €ome of the 
mining areas are veritable mountains 
of coal. 

One seam which has lately been 
| Prospected has proved to bo 250 feet 
in thickness, while the average would 
|run from eight to seventeen feet. 

The system here, according to this 
| mining man, is entirely wrong. Every- 
| thing is rushed, with the result that 
proper entries are not made and there 
is considerable ‘waste, and the desire 
for immediate profits eventually re- 


be re-organized, so that thad the op- 
erations becn commenced ina eyetem* 
{atic manner, in the end it would be 
|far cheaper and more satisfactory. 

Mining from the standpoint of the 
men js now on a “safety first’ basis. 
land the jreguiations pegarding the 
| protection of ‘the operatives are most 
‘strictly enforced, and everything is 
done to safeguard tthe health and the 
lives of the men who delve under- 
| ground. 

In the Pocahontas and Brule dis- 
tricia many vertical seams of coal 
are encountered ‘which render the 
mining much more simplified than 
where the vein is horizontal, as in 
the first instance cuts are driven into 
ahe seam from the side and the coal 
when joosened by the “shots” tumbles 
of dts own volition to the trucks be- 
| neath, thus requiring no shovelling. 
Living conditions at the Blue Die- 
| mond company’s ‘plant, at Brule, are 
instanced as being particularly good: 
\the food is the best gbtainable and 
the housing accommodation up to a 
|high standard, This mine has been 
|closed down for some time, but has 
now commenced operations once more. 
| <A very fine seam of coal opposite 
Brule and owned by Mr. rinan, @ 
mining engineer, is understood to have 
ben sold to a Toronto eyndicate, said 
Mr. Davies, and this particular seam 
with the vein at Nordegg, close to 
Saunders’ Creek, are thought to be 
two of the best mining prospects in

With the announcement of the fact that 
the Cumnor estate is in the market our 
thoughts naturally turn to Sir Walter 
Scott and ,“Kenitworth” the ‘00k which 
his biographers tell us would never have 
been written only for the powerful hold 
that the romantic history of this spot 
took upom the imagination of the great 
author, The MSS. went to the publisher 
under the title of “Cumncr Hall,” but 
ald publisher persuaded Scott to sub- 
stitute “Kenilworth,” giving a8 @ reason 
that “Cumnor Hall” gave the story too 
much local flavor, 

Scott wrote the story because he could 
not help writing it, so clearly and persis- 
tently did one stanza from the poet “Mickle 
of old Cumnor” linger im his ears. Most 
of you are familiar with it, 

“The dews of summer night did fall 
The moon, sweet regent of the sky, 
Silvered the wall sof Cumnor Hall 
And many an oak that grew thereby.” 

It was in grim Cumnor Place you re- 
member that the Earl of Leicester lived 
out big brief love for Amy Robsart, his 
young wife and grew the ambition to 
marry Hnglams Queen, Elizabeth, He 
was only nineteen, while Elizabeth had 
eeen—but why dwell on the fact that she 
was old enough to know better? Anyway on 
September 8, 1560, poor Amy Rosbart met 
a tragic death while alone at Cumnor, her 
servants being sent away on ome excuse 
or another, People high in authority tried 
to shield the young earl by declaring the 
wife's death a suicide, but so strong was 
the feeling against charging her with self- 
murder that, in protest, she was borne lke 
a Princess to Oxford, given burial in 
famous St. Mary's Cathedral, the Vice 
Chancellor and two bishops conducting 
the service, the former boldly ayowing in 
his serinou that a “pitiful murder had 
been committed upon one #s young and 
linnocence as she wag beautiful.” 

In proof that it is not only in books 


that villiany is published, we find in 
history that Elizabeth, out of jealousy, 
refused to marry Leicester. He, in turn, 


broke htr heart by conspiring against her. 
She must have laved him for, when news 
of his death on Tower Hill was brought 
to ber she gave a great cry, and from 
that moment until her death some days 
later neither food nor drink passed her 
lips. Nor did ehe speak. Silent in her 
anguish, she passed away.

The public generally are apt to as- 
sume that the sanitary inspector pos- 
sesses powers very much wider than | 
the laws of the province actually con- | 
fer upon him, and frequently  re- 
quests are made for services in con- 
nection with matters which are out- 
side the jurisdiction of the health de- 
partment. Tt is not uncommon for 
complaints to come to the health de- 
partment, of barking of doge or 
dogs that bite, crowing roosters or) 
eackling hens, lack of proper heat in 
apartment blocks, playing planos in 
blocks after hours, lack of eave 
troughs or defects of such, chickens 
or cows twandering at large, odors 
from pet foxes or frowsy goats, stag- 
nant water in unfinished basements or 
sloughs, and bees or hornets nests 
under the sidewalks. In the year of 
1919, 62 complaints received ‘were 
referred to other departments, or 
which could more effectively be hand- 
led by other departments such as 
the Molice, fire, building inspector's | 
or scavenging departments. ’ | 

As a medical officer of health I 
fhave frequently had referred tc me 
as arbitrator, cases where the domestic | 
relations betwen neighbors have be- | 
come strained ¢o euch an extent as | 
to threaten to break the public peace. 
notwithstanding that the bone of con- 
tention ‘was not even remotely ¢on- 
nected with the question of public | 
health. In such cases I do not usually 
take the stand, that it is entirely 
something with which I cannot deal, 
but where it is possible to bring 
about harmonious relations by a lit- 
tle judicious and timely advice, that 
advice is given, sometimes proving 
to be effactive in settling family 


ern theory of contact infection are 
much more effective than those 
based on the older and discredited 
ideas, which had little or no effect as 
a protection to the community. Under 
the old theories sources of discase 
wero sought for in the environment 
of the individual and by a process of 
Blogenesis al the disease germs 
known to he dangerous to humanity. 
were believed to have thir origin quite 
independent of the human animal, in; 
damp cellars, leaky plumbing, dust, 


foul air, bad emells, dirty clothing. 
rank vegetables, swainps, stagnant 
pools, emoke, garbage, manure or 


dead animals. 

The new public health finds the 
real source of disease germs in the in- 
dividual himself and tho emanations 
from his body, which find their 
way by various and devioug routes 
to the healthy individual, Mxamples 
which may properly come under the 
term contact infection in tits wider 
sense, are water, milk, food, flies and 
fingers, all of twhich may /be the 
vehicle ‘by which disease germs find 
thelr way into the human = system. 
The diseases which are most likely to 
be communicated fin this way are 
typhoid fever, twberculosis and Intesti- 
nal diarrhoea or so called summer 
complaint In children, which imay 
Properly be regarded as filth dis- 
eases and in the prevention of which 
tho ‘work of milk and food inspectors 
and sanitary inspectors are obviously 
of very great importance, ‘The ordin- 
ary infections such as smallpox, écar- 
let fever, diptheria, etv., are not, filth 
disease properly speaking as they in- 
vade the homes of rich and poor alikg. 
whether sanitary or insenitary, and 
appear to be dependent almost en- 
tirely on personal contact with a pre- 
vious case. Their prevalence in any 
section of a city, is largely independ- 
ent of sanitary conditions, except isf- 
sofar as more crowded conditions of 
living ‘where the opportunity “f per- 
sonal contact is greater, tis likely to 
prevail jin the more sanitary districts. 
Thies is particularly true of smalipox 
which is regarded iby those who cp- 
pose vaccination as being entirely due 
to insanitary conditions, whereas it 
igs entirely a question of Li0oW much 
protection against it, any section of 
the community has previously acquir- 
ed by successful vaccination, Smali- 
pox in Edmonton has attacked a 
much larger proportion ef people who 
live under good sanitary conditions 
than among those who do not, simp- 
ly ‘because tthe latter are usually pro- 
tected by a suc@ipstul vaccination in 
previous life,  « 

That infectious disease are trans- 
mitted through the air jig still the 
fixed conviction of many among the 
laity and should lbe discouraged as 
for as possible, jnasmuch as this 
opinion leads to neglect of much 
more important matters which are 
really concerned in the transmission 
of disease. In comparison with con- 
tact infection, which implies the close 
association of the well with the affect- 
ed, and their secretions and _ excre- 
tlons while still molst and fresh, air 
borne infection as a factor in the 
causation of eh rhs disease is re- 
latively so rare» and unimportant as 
tc ‘be negligible. The absolute con- 
fidence the public manifest in the ef- 
ficiency of fumigation as a measure} 


lof ‘prevention of infection, which is 


to a large extent misplaced confidence, | 
also has a tendency to detract at- | 
tention from more important and val- | 
uable methods of disinfection. Much 
time, energy and money is still frit- | 
tered away On non-essentials or at 
least on matters of comparative un- | 
importance while the strongest forti- | 
fications of communicable disease are | 
left preoctically unbroached,

Demanding The Profits. 

Britain is threatened with an- 
other strike of the coal miners. 
Hope that it will not occur seems 
to be based mainly on the unwill- 
ingness of the other labor unions 
to back the miners ; the feeling ap- 
parently prevailing among the 
other wage-earners that the mine- 
workers are not entitled to higher 
pay at their expense.

That kind of 
‘‘nationalisation’’ is not what the 
British coat miners want, Their 
idea—and it is shared by a good 
many agitators in this country 
who are shouting for the ‘*nation- 
alisation’’ of one industry and an- 
other—is that the government 
should operate the mines and turn 
over the proceeds to miners, That 
is not nationalisation. 1, is class- 
isation.

really mean the nationalisation of 
the profits—that is, their use for 
the general benefit of the public— 
there would be fewer demands for 
it. It isn’t.the nation that most 
of the ‘‘nationalizers’’ want to 
benefit, but themselves. 


The Stand Still Policy. 

In his speech at Truro, N.S., on 
Tuesday, Premier Meighen declar- 
ed that the C. N. and the G. T. P. 
railways had been ‘‘prematurely 
built.’? and assigned this as the 
reason that the roads are not pay- 
ing their way and are not likely to 
do so for some time. The declara- 
tion is one that deserves attention 
from the people of Western Can- 
ada, especialy from those who have 
pushed out into remote districts in 
expectation that railway facilities 
would follow and from the resi- 
dents of towns whose future de- 
pends upon 
new lines. .It.is an explanation of 
the viewpoint from which the Pre- 
mier surveys the railway question, 
and must be taken as the basis of 
the Government’s policy as re- 
gards railway extension. 

If these two railways were pre- 
maturely built, then every railway 
in Western Canada was prematur- 
ly built. None of them were 
brought into existence to accom- 
modate traffic already existing. 
They were all pioneer roads. The 
C. P. R. was built when it 
almost literally true that there was 
not enough traffic to buy the 
grease for the car wheels, The C. 
N. R. and the G. T. P. were built 
through country that was not set- 
tled, that was not in process of set- 
tlement when the projects were 
launched, and that could not have 
been settled until railway facilities 
were assured. It has been the ac- 
cepted principle of every Govern- 
ment until the present that in Wes- 
tern Canada the railway must open 
the way for the pioneer. 

Mr. Meighen is the first Cana- 
dian Premier to challenge the 
soundness of that maxim, and to 
declare that railways built in ad- 
vance of settlement are premature- 
ly built. That is the explanation he 
offers for the failure of two of the 


existing railways to pay their way. | 
Hitherto it has been accepted as| 


a necessity of the case that a 
pioneer railway should not be able 
to earn expenses for a number of 
years after completion, and the 
fact that a road was not able to 
find traffic enough to sustain it- 
self in the early years was not 
taken as proving or indicating 
that its construction was ill-advis- 
ed. Mr. Meighen takes different 
ground. He lays down the prin- 
ciple that unless there is traffic in 
sight to meet the cost of running 
the road before it is constructed 
its codstruction would be prema- 
ture, 

Apparently we are ata new 
point of departure in railway 
policy. Heretofore railways have 


|hen the pioneer should precede the 
‘railway, and the railway should 
jnot be built until settlement and 
|development have been carried to 
such length as will assure traffic! 
enough to make the enterprise) 
self-sustaining from the start. 

Had that policy prevailed in the 
past Mr. Meighen would not he 
Premier of Canada today, for the 
whole prairie country would be 
still an unpeopled wilderness.
